His Lordship’s Observations. 


The Chiof Justice, in the course 
of his summing up mnde three 
general observations to the jury, 
namely :—(I) that the Crown must 
‘prove thelr case beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt and that suspicion 
Was not enough; (2) the offence of 
which the accused: was charged 
was bribery with a view-to in- 
fluencing him during his duty:

MASSACRED 


AMAZING ACCOUNT 
FROM NANKING 


TOKYO DENIAL 
. Nanking, Nov. 24. 
- The cold-blooded murdcr 
of 2,700 Chinese, shot down 
by machine guns, and sub- 
sequent cremation by Japan-: - 
ese in Manchuria, is report- 
ed with a welter of detail 
to-day. : 
Tokyo denounces. the 
story as a fabrication to in- 

fluence Geneva, F 
. Tho sensational statement has 
been issucd by the Foreign Office 
and ipublished “in Shanghai.’ It 
states that a Japanese detachment 
recently ordered the inhabitants 
of the villages of Spingtingsan, 
Chienchingpao: and Litsckou, be- 
tween 10 and 16 miles north-cast 
of Fushun, to assemble at a ditch 
weat of Pingtingsan, while Japan- 
ese troops searched tho villages 
for Chinese volunteers, with whom 
the villagers were suspected of 
co-operating and harbouring, the 
Japanese promising a reward if 
the villagers found innocent, .- 

The Japanese placed more than 
10 machine guns 70 yards from the 
nasemblage and ordered the Chin- 
ese to kneel with thelr backs to the 
machine guns. Some villagers, 
realising the fate in store for 
them, commenced to run, where- 
upon, the machine guns opened 
fire, stampeding the moss of 
screaming mon, women and. chil- 
dren. The horrible clamour was 
heard for miles. A hundred and 
60 escaped slightly hurt, 60 or 70 
died while escaping, “while in- 
fants, children nnd others not kill- 
ed by bullets were all bayonetted. 

As a result, altogether 2,700 
men, women and children were 
carnaged.” . 

The Japanese soldicrs then pil- 
ed up tho corpses, covered them 
with ofl-soaked fuel: and burned 
them to ashes, The Japanese thon 
decided to use the villagers’ farms 
for Japanese scttlers. 

Similar outrages and masaacres 
are reported from Tikwanpao, and 
Wangshapao in the Linoynng aren,’ 
—Reuter. 

Denied In Tokyo 
. Tokyo, Nov, 24, 

A Forcign Office spokesman to- 

day absolutely denicd the reports 
of the massacre and pointed out 
that the Fushun neighbourhood 
has recently been perceful, neither 
the Japanese ‘army nor bandits 
being present, : : 
He declared it was an outright 
fabrication similar to the Tanaka 
memorial, to influence Geneva and 
pointed out that the same report 
had been printed. by the Chinese 
newspaper, Sin Wen Pao at Shang- 
hai on November 15,—Rexter.

AMERICA’S WAR 
DEBT DECISION 


" Expectations have been realised 
in President Hoover's refusal to 
postpone payment of the war debt 
instalments due from Britain and 
France to the United States next 
month. None the less, the decision 
is to be regretted, since it does 
reflect a disinclination to take ac- 
count of the realities of the situa- 
tion. It must not be assumed, 
however, that this by any means 
:represents the Inst word ‘on the 
-war debt position, for, whilst the 
‘December payments will evidently 
have to be mado, the Iargar ques- 
tion of the future of these obliga- 
tions remains to be settled. Presi- 
dent Hoover himself evidently 
realises this point, since he Is re- 


‘| statesmanship at this juncture 


naturally be immensly increased. 
Theso may be regarded as tho main 
points in the case for suspension of 
jthe December payments. They 
could have been reinforced by fur- 
ther argument, but both Britain 
and France doubtless felt that the 
force of these facts would be suffi- 
elent to Induce: America to con- 
tinue the moratorium.. However, 
j the appeal has apparently fallen on 
deaf cars, and, costly as the process 
will be, the instalmenta have to be 
paid on the due date. : 
. President-Elect Roosevelt has 
made it clear, in his latest astate- 
ment, that the immediate problems 
associnted with the war debt {asue 
‘must be handled by the Hoover Ad- 
ministration, That is quite a na- 
tural attitude to adopt, since the 
Domocrats would scarcely-bo likely 
to carry the responsibility 
rightly belongs to the Republicans.

How- 
ever, the Democrats. may havo 
other ideas when they come into 
Power, though we do not shut our 
eyes to the fact that there is a 
strong body of opinion in America 
against any concession whatever 
being made, Whatever happens, it 
jis not to be assumed that either 
Britain or France will default on 
the payments soon die. It is, none 
the less, a'thousand pities that

Whon the hearing was resumed 
yestorday of tho case In which 
Chan Sife-nin, well-known local 
merchant and pawnbroken, {3 
charged with uttering a forged 
powor of attorney and by Its means 
unlawfully seizing the busincss of 
the King Fook Wo. firm of 66, 
Bonham Strand Enst, counsel for 
the prosecution, Mr. Hin-shing Lo, 
attompted to put in what he declar- 
ed to bo a truo copy of a document 
the original of which he sald wad 
with the French Courts in Indo- 
Chinn; and the attempt was re- 
slated by Mr, F. X. D'Almadn 
(appearing for the accused) on 
the ground that {t had not beon 
duly cortified. This resulted in 
loxal argument which occuplod 
practically the whole of the after- 
noon, ; 

A princlpal witness for the pro- 
secution, Chan Cho, in the course 
of his depositions, spoke of the 
negotiations botwoen him and tho 
accused prior to the latter taking 
over the business in Nam _ Dinh, 
Indo-China, and mentioned that he 
was in ‘possession of a_lettor 
written to him by the accused. 

Willing Party. 

By virtue of that documont, 
which was now in the possession 
of the French Courts of Justice, 
witness said ho agreed.to hand over 
the business to the accused and gave 
an undertaking to take no action 
whatsoever against, him. Amongst 
other things witnoss acknowledged 
having spont over a lukch = of the 
firm's monics. He wus a willing 
party to thnt document. : 

Prior to tha formulation of this 
document, he had told the accused 
that he would not be handing the 
business over on his mere statement 
that he possessed the - required 
power-of-attorney, and had himaclf 
gone to the accused’s French 
solicitor and_asked-to be shown the 
document. Fhe maitre told him 
that the accused had taken {ft away, 
_ On December 27, 1929, he handed 
the business, of which until then 
he had been the munager, to the ac- 
cused, . 

Mr. Lo at this stage in the .evid- 
ence handed in a document in Chi- 
nese stamped with what appeared 
to be the seal of. the Indo-China 


administration, and asked witness 
if he would agree that that was an 
exomplification of the document 
now: in the hands of the French

Defendant's Movements. 


Defendant, in evidence, anid: I 
have been in charge of Taipo since 
March 26, 1982. On October 2,1 
chose to do strect cleafsing which 
was entirely at my own diserction. 
I went out nt about 10 p.m. in com- 
pany with the detective, Ling Sam, 
and went to the dispensary in a 
scavenger’s Iane and poked: about 
with a stick at a place where I 
thought to be a concrete drain. 1 
then sent Ling Sam to get a shovel 
to dig out the earth from the drain, 
We then went to Nam Sing Strect 
in Talpo Market to find a contractor 
named Nam Heng. After some 
time ne found him and 1 got the 
detective to nak him to remove somo 
big curb stones which I found had 
been blocking the drain. « It took 
nome time to convince him it was 
quite in order to remove the stones 
nas he had some idea that they were 
Government property. I then went 
to the Yeo Woo shop in Foo- 
rhing Street with the detective 
nnd then’ sent him. to the 
Fire Brigade to xet the hoses 
ready for the strect washing. 
When he returned I told him to get 
the regular scavenging coolies to 
clean the street before the washing 
commenced. I would fix the time 
for pashing to commence at 11.30 
am. 

1 then inapected various premises 
which had pig-breeding houses at 
the rear and.made a patrol of the 
district. J spent some time in 
Fooshing Street during the wash- 
ing generally supervising. I then 
left for the dispensary to sec if the 
contractor had begun to remove the 
atones and later returned to Foo- 
shing Street by way ‘of En Foo 
Street. I went through the back 
of some shops into the street to 
chase hawkers. 1 passed through 
three shops altogether to get from 
‘one atrect to another. ; 

On one of these occasions he said 
he passed through the shop he now 
knew to be the-Po Wah Tony 
shop. 

ee Saw No Opium. 

Defendant continued.—In_ pass- 
ing through that shop I did not 
xee any opium. I was-not look- 
ing for opium. I just wanted to 
come upon the hawkers avho in- 
sisted on placing their goods on 
the road way, which had just been 
washed. The, idea was not to 
arrest them but to chase them on 
to a piece of vacant land. 1 did 
not yo into the cubicle in the 
shop. 1 am not sure: 
Ling Sam was with me then. Dur- 
ing that morning he was only with 
me occasionally. 1 do not think 
he was with me when I went 
through these shops. After Thad 
been through the Po Wah Tong 1 
picked up Ling Sam in Fooshing 
Street «after the washing had 
finished at about 2.06 p.m, in 
order to, return to the Station. 
When I had picked up Ling Sam, 
1 was called over by the master 
of the Cheung Chun shop who was 
then, In conversation with the 
foreman. of the Fire Brigade, 1 
went over to him and Ling Sam 
went as well. The master told me 
he had asked the foreman’ lo col- 
leet money from Fooshing Street. 
We arrived at 2 figure of four or 
five cents per shop to cover thy 
whole of the expense of — street 
washing. ‘The foreman thought 
the shop-keepers . would perhaps 
not pay, and asked if the detec- 
tive might ‘accompany him. I 
then instructed the detective to yo 
with the foreman and seo there 
was no trouble about the collec- 
tion. 

Mr. McNeill: Did you at any 
time on October 2 enter the 
Cheung Chun shop or go upstairs 
in that shop? 

Witness: No, I did. not.

_ His Lordship's Observations. 


- The Chief Justice, in the course 
of his summing up made three 
general observations to the jury, 
namely :—(i) that the Crown must 
prove their case beyond all rea- 
sonable doubt and that suspicion 
was not enough; (2) the offence of 
which the accused was charged 
was bribery with a view to in- 
fluencing him during his’ duty; 
and (3) the question of corrobora- 
tion. In connexion with the third 
point his Lordship said 
were many discrepancies brought 
out’ during the case.

AMAZING ACCOUNT 
FROM NANKING 


TOKYO DENIAL 


Nanking, Nov. 24. 
The cold-blooded’ murder 
of 2,700 Chinese, shot down 

by machine guns, and sub- ° 
- gequent cremation by Japan- - 

ese in Manchuria, is report- 

ed with a weltcr of detail 
to-day. 

Tokyo denounces the 
story as a fabrication to in- 

: fluence Geneva. 

The sensational statement has 
been issued by the Foreign Office 
and published in Shanghai. It 
atates that a Japanese detachment 
recently ordered the inhabitants 
of the villages of Spingtingsan, 
Chienchingpno and Litsekou, be- 
tween 10 and 16 miles north-east 
of Fushun, to assemble at a ditch 
west of Pingtingsan, while Japan- 


eno troops searched the villages]. 


for Chinese voluntters, with whom 
the villagers were suspected of 
co-operating and harbouring, the 
Japanese promising a reward 
the villagers found innocent, 

The Japanese placed more than 
10 machine guns 70 yards from the 
nesemblage and ordered the Chin- 
ese to kneel with their backs to the 
machine guns. Some villagers, 
realising the fate in store for 
them, commenced to run, where- 
upon, the machine guns opencd 
firo, stampeding the .mass of 
screnming men, women and chil- 
dren, The horrible clamour was 
heard for miles. A hundred and 
GO escaped slightly hurt, 60 or 70 
died while escaping, “while  in- 
fants, children and others not kill- 
ed by bullets were all bayonctted 

As o result, altogether 2,700 
men, women and children were 
carnaged.” ; 

The Japanese soldiers then pil- 
ed up the corpses, covered them 
with oll-sonked fucl and burned 
them to ashes. The Japanese then 
decided to use the villagers’ farms 
for Japanese: settlers. © 7

Denied In Tokyo 

Tokyo, Nov. 24 
“A Foreign Office spokesman. to- 
day absolutely denied the reports 
of the massacre and pointed out 
thnt the Fushun neighbourhood 
has recently been peaceful, neither 
the Japanese army nor ‘bandits 
being present. 

He declared it was an outright 
fabrication similar to the Tanaka 
memorial, to influence Geneva and 
pointed out'that the same report 
had been printed by the Chinese 
newspaper, Sin Wen Pao at Shang-

On the grounds that her: hus- 
band, Yap Chee-meow, a rubber 
estate contractor, of Shanghai 
Street, Yaumati, jwho was unable 
to swim, was drowned . when he 
fell from a ferry-boat between 
Shekki and Canton, application 
was made at the Supreme Court 
this morning, before the Chief 
Justice (Sir Josoph Kemp) for the 
presumption of his death, by hia 
wife, Yee Thial. 


Mr, Leo -DtAlmada, jnr., in- 
structed by Messrs. Lo and Lo, 
uppeared for the applicant, and 
rend affirmations made by wit- 


‘nesses of the tragedy. 


The aMrmation of Chan On, 4 
sworn brother of the deceased, 
stated that in August last ho and 
the decensed took a trip to Macao 
on holiday. On the 6th Septem- 
ber they left for Canton by forry- 
boat and at about 3 a.m., between 
Shekki and Canton, deceased was 
taken ill and left his cabin. Tho 
aide of the bont was very low and 
there waa a heavy sea running at 
the time. Decersed was seen to 
over- 
board. An alarm was raised and 
the bont was turned back. Wit- 
ness saw = - Yap Chee-meow 
struggling in the water before the 
boat turned back, but when they 


-returned to the spot, there was no 


sign of his friend, who was unable 
to swim. : i 


Corroborative affirmations were 
read which had been made by Chan 
Shook-khow, and Chan Woh-yoong, 
ticket collector on the ferry. 

The widow stated that she had 
not seen her husband since he left 
for Macao. He was formerly of 
Selangor, F.M.S.

TRIUMPH IN ITALY.

In March, 
1918, Lord Cavan, who had been 
promoted Licutenant-General, was 
fent out to succeed General 
Plumer as commander-in-chief ‘of 
the British forees on the Ftalian 
front. Before the counter-offen-

Although 
the Austrians in the Bonte Grappa 
region held up the French and 
Ttaltun troops opposed to them, 
thoy completely collapsed on the 
Piave and the breach in their 
line on October 27 was followed 
by the victory of Vittorio Veneto 
in which enormous booty and vast 
numbers of prisoners were taken. 
The result was thas the Dual 
Monarchy signed an armistice on 
November 3.

approximately $150 altogether.

ART AS PATH TO 
UNDERSTANDING 


The local Y's Men’s Club had as 


speakor Mr. J. H. Hunt, Seeretary 
of the European Y. M.C.A., at 


their weekly mecting at Meassrs.| 


Lane, Crawford's Restaurant 
yesterday. Mr. Hunt's subject 
was “By Way of Understanding.” 
He stressed the importance of 
mutual understanding among 
different nationalities, and told his 
audience that many whys had been 
tried to promote understanding 
among different —_nationalitics, 

ut mone was successful. - Even 
sports, “Olympic "games, and 
Concord Clubs could do nothing to 
combat nationalism; therefore, he 
thought of approaching this pro- 

lem from a new angle, namely, by 
means-of Art, 

“Art is a universal language,” 
said Mr. Hunt. “We can apprecinte 
the cave paintings of prehistoric 
man done many thousands of 
yenrg ago. We do not know anything 
about his spoken language, per- 
haps he never had one, but we do 
know what he wanted to say when 
he painted that reindeer on the 
walls of bis cave. To many artists 
of to-day the Greek ideal of art 
still predominates. In architec- 
ture we still copy the beautiful 
lines and the splendid proportions 
of the old Greek temples, The 
Greck.language is spoken of to-day 
as a dead language, but their art is 
ny vital as ever, 


PRAISE FOR CHINESE ART. 

“Some art, of course, is more 
national in character and needs 
some sympathetic understanding. 
But he is a poor artist who cannot 
see the beauly in the art of an- 
other nation. 

“There are some aspects. of 
Chinese life I do not like,.same as 
there must be aspects of Western 
life that the Chinese distike, but 
when I am looking at a Chinese 
painting or a piece of Chinese 
craftsmanship Iam thrilled with 
admiration of the Chinese, and for 
the time forget all that J distike in 
them. And E think this is equally 
true the other way round-—the 
Chinese looking at SVestern art. 
The different technique of the 
Chinese artist‘compels me to try 
to understand hig point of view. 
Directly I do this J break through 
the narrow national barriers and 
become international. 

“So I would suggest the .for- 
mation. of an International 
Cultural Centre as 0 means of 
bringing the people of — the 
different nitions together. Ghe 
common interest in art of all kinds 
would make a natural and in- 
formal point of contact which 
other means do not supply. There 
would be no conscious effort or 
stimulation to ereate’ an inter: 
national feeling of goodwill—it 
would be there by virtue of the 
general appeal of the subjects that 
draw the members together in 
fellowship, 7 

PRIMARY OBJECT. 

“The title of such an organisa- 

tion would have to be carefully 


chosen, and, perhaps, it would be’ 


advisable to omit the word ‘inter: 
national’: altogether. Primarily 
the object would be the cultivation 
of our Art interests, but the result 
would be a better understanding 
of each other's national point of 
view. 

“The art of a nation represents 
ity best aspects: So often we 
judye another nation by its weak- 
nesses and are blinded by them to 
such an extent, that we fail to 
appreciate its goad points. Well, 
let us approach the problem from 
this new angle and through the 
study of international art discover 
the best in the nations. 

“T do not wish to limit art to 
pictorial art, bat would include all 
branches—nuusic, photography, 
Hterature, drama. Pe 

“Imagine, for a moment, a build- 
ing set aside for this object, con- 
taining facilities for the cultiva- 
tion of the arts. A studio for the 
photographers, and, most — im- 
portant of all, a common room for 
all Ina place like Hongkong 
there would be little difficulty 
about the language for many of 
the residents here. speak Engetish. 
There should be ag few rules as 
necessary: and the scheme should 
not be burdened with | too much 
organisation, Mutual Intercourse 
should receive every cheourage: 
ment and I ace no reason why it 


would fall.

CONTRACT 
BRIDGE 


By W. E. McKenney: 


'. Editor’e Note:, Thie is tho fourth 
of 6 sortes of articles by Mr. Mfe- 

ney explaining the one oter orc 
system for contract bridgo. If you 
are already a contract player, you 
-will find the ecrics an invaluable aid 
to your gamo: if you do not play 
contract, but want to learn, the scries 
will be the beat possible approach to 
the game. 

Perhaps tho most rare of all 

original bids in’ the one over one 
nystem is the original bid of three 
no trump. 
. It Is made only with a hand so 
heavy in quick tricks or hich 
cards that partner would bo un- 
able to give nny suitable responso 
regardless of whit typo of forcing 
bid the original bidder might 
make. This bid in reality makes 
the following statement, to part- 
ner: This hand contains from six 
to etght high card tricks and will 
tnke nine tricks at no trump with- 
out any diffienlty. . 

In’ other words, the bid shows a 
hand made up mostly of aces and 
kings, and it ia used for the pur- 
pose of showing partner a. hand 
containing: a great many hixh 
card tricks but no long workable 
sit. = . 

It is not a forcing bid and differs 
from h forcing bid in this respect; 
forcing bids aro seeking informa- 
tion regarding partner's hand, but 
an original bid of three no trump 
ia made to give partner a picture 
of the original bidder's hand. 

An original bid of three no 
trump should be made only when 
sound and intelligent: Information 
cannot be obtained from partnor 


s|by the use‘of one of the following 


forcing bids, which will bo ex- 


plained later: :

Regardless of how balanced 
partner's hand may be, he should 
pass unless his hand contains a 
five-eard suit headed by a queen 
or a six-eard suit headed by a jack 
or ten.

If partner's hand does contain 
a five or six-card suit with the re- 
quired strength, there may be a 
slam in the hand and the suit 
should be named. :

A HONGKONG COLLEGE

EMBEZZLEMENT CHARGE 
‘AGAINST CLERK 


“An unfair temptation” was hi 
the Police Magistrate, Mr. Wynno 
Jones, characterised .tho polfcy of 
big firms in placing lowly pafd men 
in charge of large sums of moncy, 
during the hearing of the caso 
against Lo Kau, which was resum- 
ed at the Central Magistracy yes- 
torday. E 

Tho defendant, who was formerly 
employed by Thomas Cook and Son. 
Ltd., was charged with embezzling 
over $12,000. ; ‘ 

Mr. F. H. Loseby prosecuted and 
Mr. H. C. Lea represented the de- 


[fe dant. ‘ 


Mr. N. J. Perrin, local manager 
of Thos. Cook and Son Ltd, and of 
Thos-Cook and Son, Bankers, Ltd., 
re-called, related the movoments of 
Lo Kau on Juno 80. When witness 
left the office on that day evory- 
thing was apparently in order. On 
July 2, Mr. Willinms camo to him 
and reported tliat the cash box was 
empty. \ 

Cross-examined by Mr. Lee, wit- 
ness said the defendant's salary 
was $87.02 per month Very often 
there were jarge sums of moncy 
in the till and cash box, of which he 
was in charge. Usually, there was 
several thousand dollars in the box. 


Witness described defendant as 
thoroughly honest until his lapse.at 
the end of June. 


Mr. W. A. Weight, head of tht 
banking department sald Lo Kau 
hod charge of the cash in both 
tourist and. banking departments. 
A-key of the cash box was in his 
possession. - 


On the night of June 80 ho look- 
ed over. the money’ in hand and 
noticed among other currencies, 
rupees, francs and guilders. He 
could not definitely recall seoing the 
money on July 1.* : 


When a check was mado on July 
2, the cash box was almost empty. 
The ‘rupecs had disappeared, and 
out of 926 francs only 26 franca 
remained. Ono hundred and 
twenty-five guilders and other sums 
in different currencies were also 
misring. 


Committal Opposed. © - 


. When Mr. Weight had finished 
giving evidence, Mr. Leo again put 
forward his. plea that the case 
should be treated summarily. 


Mr. Loseby preased for a com- 
mittal, but Mr. Wynno Jones in- 
timatedehe would not commit the 
defendant on the evidence which 
had xo far been produced. 

Mr. Lee said if the cas ro 
taken summarily ho would at vice 
enter a plea. 

Commenting on the case at this 
stage, his Worship anid it was o 
very unfair-temptation to put low 
spald men in charge.of large sums 
of money, 

Mr, Loseby: It is like giving 
police $16 n month and expecting 
them to reject bribes. 

- The Police Magistrate: Has any- 
thing ‘been done in the way 
restitution? 


Mr. Lee: The defendant has not} 


got a cent. ‘Endeavours were made 
by the relatives to raise the moncy. 
- Mr. Loseby: I will not use a 
criminal court a5 a‘lever for ex- 
tracting restitution. 

The Policé Magistrate; I object 
to it being held out as ‘a threat, 
but if he has the money and does 
not make restitution 1 must take 
that into consideration. rs
